THE 
REPORT 
OP 
THE 
TARIFF 
COM­ 
MISSION. 


The Tariff Commission has submitted its 
report, and it is said to recommend reduc­ 
tions in the tariff" averaging 25 per cent. 
Of course it is uot possible in the absence 
of details to say what these reductions 
amount to, but if we may judge from the 
known character of the Commission, the 
ultim ate purpose ie to throw a sop to the 
tariff reformers, and thus save the bulk of 
the imposts. 
The reductions announced 
may, when the actual facts are at hand, 
prove to be a mere blind. 
It is more 
likely that this is the case than that a 
Commission packed in the interests of 
Protection should propose a genuine re* 
form measure. 
But it is to be expected 
that the report of the Tariff" Commission 
w ill not cut a very important figure in the 
coming deliberations of Congres?, 
The 
Republicans have no doubt learned some­ 
thing from the late election?, and among 
other things they have had it borne in 
upon them that the people demand a thor­ 
ough revision of the tariff". 
Besides, if the 
Republicans are afraid to tackle that ques­ 
tion they know that the Democrats will 
come after them and make all the capital. 
And therefore they are likely to favor a 
larger reduction than 25 per cent.

The President has given in his adhesion 
to the principles of Civil Service reform, 
and it remains to be seen whether Congress 
will act upon his recommendation. 
The 
fact that public opinion, as the President 
states, has been already shown to demand 
this reform, unfortunately does not of 
necessity 
secure compliance with 
that 
opinion. 
It is evident that the American 
people are heartily tired of 
the spoils 
system, but it is equally true that our 
representative 
system 
rests upon that 
method of conducting politics. 
Tne diffi* 
culty therefore which presents itself to 
every Congrees is always the same. 
Men 
are scarcely ever elected to CoDgress w ith­ 
out being compelled to make a great many 
promises in return for assistance. 
Almost 
every member of Congress goes to W ash­ 
ington weighted down with obligations to 
political friends, and a very large percent­ 
age of these political friends are men who 
would have but a poor prospect if they 
were compelled to rely upon their success 
in competitive examinations, for obtaining 
office. 
W e long ago pointed out the very 
serious character of the difficulties in the 
way of reform, arising from this state of 
things. 
However much the people may 
demand reform, the men who can alone 
enact it are hampered and embarrassed 
from the 
outset, and 
almost 
pledged 
against any such measure. The experience 
of every President has been identical with 
President Arthur’s. 
They all find them ­ 
selves overwhelmed with the importunities 
of office-seekers. 
The more conscientious 
they are the Booner are they worn out with 
the ungrateful labor. 
B at thus tar no man 
has been found strong enough and patient 
enough to resist the temptation to get rid 
of the responsibility by allowing the mem­ 
bers of Congress to control appointments. 
The kind of men who have been given 
prominence in national politics through 
the spoils system are not the kind of men 
to throw down the ladder by which they’ 
have mounted. 
Indeed, to a9k them to do 
away with their own patronage is to ask 
them to renounce all ambition, and to re­ 
tire from politics, for there are very few of 
them who could secure a re election 
if 
they had no army of official claqueurs at 
their back to watch their interests in 
their districts, and to “ arrange” all the 
party machinery with a view to the accom­ 
plishment of tbeir desires. 
And this is the 
real difficulty in the situation. 
Congress 
has come to be dependent upon the spoils 
system. 
A generation of politicians have 
been educated and trained under it. 
They 
do not understand any other methods. 
Like poor old Thurlow W eed, they believe 
it is the beet system in existence. 
And so 
it is for them ; for under a rational eystem 
they would have to devote their energies 
and capacities to productive industry of 
same kind, and would be forced to leave 
politics to those who were able to rely upon 
their own merits. 
But the Congress of to­ 
day is a body which understands nothing 
but the spoils system, and which is too old 
to learn. 
The question 
therefore 
is, 
whether the fear of public opinion will be 
powerful enough to overcome the fear of 
political suicide, with these men. 
It must be admitted that their position 
is extremely embarrassing. 
In fact, to use 
a vulgar but forcible expression, they are 
“ between the devil and the deep sea.” 
If 
they do nothing about Civil Service reform 
they must apprehend that their constitu­ 
ents will retire them into private life. 
If 
they do anything about Civil Service re­ 
form they know that they w ill be inca­ 
pacitated for re-election. 
In these pecu­ 
liar and discouraging circumstances, our 
Congressmen cannot be expected to ex­ 
hibit much enthusiasm. 
And the position 
is a bad one for the country also, for the 
problem before it is how to induce a body 
which lives by and through abuse, to abol­ 
ish that abuse. 
It íb true that there are iu 
the present Congress an unusual number of 
members who have already been defeated, 
and who may therefore be disposed to 
shed a certain splendor over their exit from 
public life by assuming a virtue foreign to 
their natures. 
Thi3 is one hope, though 
we must c?nfes3 that it is a feeble one. 
But if nothing is done at this session for 
reform, how can it be expected when the 
Democrats come into power ? 
The Repub­ 
licans may be said, in the words of the 
English I’oet Laureate, to have “ dropped 
“ off gorged” from the public treasury. 
But the Democrats are faint with famine, 
and their eyes gleam hungrily as they scent 
the prey. 
Is it to these starved and greedy 
politicians that the country must look for 
relief ? 
The Democrats, moreover, are not com. 
mitted to Civil Service reform as the Re­ 
publicans are. 
Y et there is one avenue 
of hope even here. 
The Administration 
w ill remain Republican, and the President 
can, if he chooses, keep the Democratic 
Congressmen from the public crib by refus­ 
ing to let them dictate any appointments. 
Under the smart of such a disappointment, 
and from motives of revenge, they might 
be induced to vote for the abolition of the 
Federal patronage altogether. 
W hether 
the President will so act as to encourage 
them in that tendency is, however, very 
problematical. 
N o Executive has ever 
seemed to care greatly for contests with 
Congress, and Arthur may prefer a quiet 
life to the doubtful public advantages of a 
course which would be open to miscon­ 
struction. 
On the whole, therefore, it 
appears probable that unless Civil Service 
reform is established at the session which 
has just been opened, the country will have 
to wait for it some time longer. 
Of course 
it is possible that the Republicans may 
suddenly and unexpectedly develop a noble 
spirit of self sacrifice, and pass the Pendle­ 
ton or some other bill of the kind. 
This 
is possible, but we are constrained to ad­ 
mit that wa do not regard it as highly 
probable. 
And yet if the Republicans do 
nothing in the premises this session, it wiil 
be almost hopeless to think of rehabilita* - 
ing the party in time for the next Presi­ 
dential eleotion.

PHYSICIANS. 


O. Wild», Esq., is losing ground, for a Brooklyn 
paper of influence has taken to abusing him as tbe 
chief “ ug'y ” man -a- d this when Oscar hss been 
going it on his esthetic beauty and artistic shape. 


The statem ent of Dr. B’.iss as to the die- 
proportionateness of the amount offered 
him, with the income he sacrificed in order 
to attend upon President Garfield, may be 
a good ground for scoffing comment, but 
we fail to perceive it if it is so. 
It appears 
to us that in such a case it was the clear 
duty of the committee appointed to audit 
the claims o f the physicians, to ascertain 
what their services were worth ; and that 
no other means o f ascertaining this could 
be resorted to than an examination of their 
practice. 
If a physician is making §10,­ 
000 a year, and he is called in to attend a 
President, and thus loses three months’ 
time and revenue, and has his connection 
broken up, he ought, upon any business 
consideration, to be paid not only for the 
actual loss of revenue inenrred, but for 
the further 
injury resulting from the 
breaking np of his clientage. 
N ow if the 
representations of Dr. Bliss as to bis income 
frem his practice are correct, and we pre- 
?ums that there is no reason to doubt his 


integrity, it follows that the sum offered 
him by Congress is altogether inadequate, 
and that he is fully justified in feeliDg 
wronged and insulted by the offer. 
This 
remark 
of course 
applies 
with equal 
or 
greater 
force 
to 
the 
cases 
of 
Drs. 
Agnew 
and 
Hamilton, 
for 
their practice is very much more lucrative 
than that of Dr. Bliss, and they must have 
incurred correspondingly greater losses. 
In matters of this kind legislative bodies 
are very apt to exhibit a mean 
parsi. 
rnony, and uiider pretense of guarding the 
public interests they not infrequently com­ 
m it serious wrongs. 
Considering the wan­ 
ton and lavish recklessness with which 
Congress has been ffingiug about the money 
of the people in the Pension Arrears sw in­ 
dle, in the River and Harbor bill, and in 
the tariff, this pretense of economy in the 
matter of 
Garfield's physicians is gro­ 
tesquely inconsistent and absurd. If, how­ 
ever, through the refusal of Congrees to do 
justice to the physicians who attended 
upon the late President, the estate of the 
deceased shonld have to bear tbe expenses, 
it would be a national disgrace.

— Yesterday 
aftercoon, after the B ard of Supervisors ad­ 
journed for the day, which was at 1 p. m., all

started out to inspect the bridge just com­ 
pleted across Arcade creek, about six miles 
from the city, on the A uburn road. 
An in­ 
vited representative of the I I íc o r d - U n io k 
was present at the appointed honr, and also 
an insurance agent. 
The day was fine for a 
drive, the road in excellent condition, and the 
{ 
u rty very soon arrived at the bridge. 
I t is 
ocated within 100 yards of the residence oc­ 
cupied by John Mackey, manager for Haggin 
& Tevis, owners of tbo Norris grant. 
On 
arrival 
the 
party was invited 
into the 
bouse, where a bounteous repast was soon 
prepared, to wbioh ail present f orn Sacra­ 
mento di l full justice. 
The party then re­ 
paired to the bridge and made a thorough ex­ 
amination of the structure. 
I t has ju st been 
completed under a contract, by Carie & Cro- 
ly. and has not yet bstu accepted by the 
c tinty. 
The bridge is constructed entirely 
of wood and heaviy bolted with iron. 
The 
entire length ú 152 feet, there being two 
trusses of 50 fvet each and a wing of 21 feet 
at each end. 
The contract price is S I,115. 
S.-vera! of the members cf the Board were 
heard t> say tb.d they wt.u:d oppose any and 
all resolutions to receive the bridge unless it 
was duly fre:cotd with the usual patent med­ 
icine advertisements, and directions to cheap 
and popular hotels and cash stores. 
The 
members of the Board and the invited guests 
on their return reached the city about 5:30 
o’clock iu the evening. 


G r a d in g t h e H o a d s.—Y esterday having 
been the day set by the Board of Supervisors 
for hearing the m atter of grading the main 
roads discussed by residents and taxpayers of 
the city and county, quite a number of per­ 
sons were present in the lobby of their rooms 
in the H ail of Records.

Some Few Works of Art—Society Para­ 
graph-Sensible A rt—Fire­ 
Proof Material.

San F r a n c is c o , November 30, 1S82. 
A German musician and music teacher 
of the type that George Eliot has epito­ 
mized in H err Klesmer, was once asked 
what he considered 
the 
chief natural 
requisites for proficiency in his art. “ Tnere 
are three,” he replied drily, “ brains, and 
then brains, and then brains.” 
I am re­ 
minded of the remark whenever I hear 
Mrs. Henry Norton sing; there is such a 
decidedly mental quality in her voice and 
expression ; so much understanding in her 
management of a ecng. 
She joined with 
Mrs. Carmichael Carr in giving a concert 
a t Dashaway Hall on the 24th. 
Mrs. Carr 
waB a boon to San Francisco two years ago 
in interpreting the then existing esthetic 
costume as it was flourishing at London af­ 
ternoon teas and in “ Punch” pictures. 
Insensibly one conceived aspirations to­ 
ward “ existing beautifully ” and “ living 
up to ” Jap tea-pots and things, when one 
allowed one’s soul to become rightly pen­ 
etrated with the puffings of the sleeves and 
the intense wistleesness of the esthetic 
gown. 
And yet 


THE LITTLE CREATURE 
In it was no peacock-feathei worshiper, 
nor languisher in white rose gardens, but 
a worker for the prosaic, or exalted, end 
of bettering the res amjusta domi, and how 
she can play Bach ! 
She must be fond of 
Sebastian to bring out so brightly and 
make so interesting his “ fugue-C-oogle and 
classical wobble,” as a young composer 
among my friends is wont to characterize 
this master’s forms. 
Mrs. Norton sang 
twenty times at this concert, which seems 
almost too often for her delicate voice, 
H atton’s 
“ The Lark now Leaves 
his 
W at’ry N est,” and Gounod’s touching, 
half-churchly “ Ilossignol” being among 
the number. 
I t was quite news to many 
people when “ W ard’s Poets” made all 
the stir it did, to discover that Sir William 
Davenant was the author of the highly 
poetical words of “ The Lark now Leaves,” 
the music of H atton’s ballad being much 
better known than the words. 
There was to have been amateur Binging 
also at the kettledrum at B'nai B'rith 
H all on Monday night, but the courage of 
the artists drooped before the responsibil­ 
ity of singing to eight hundred people, and 
the entertainment remained a dance. Some 
flowers were sold to preserve the charitable 
character of the kettledrum, Miss Bab­ 
cock, Mies Blinding and Miss Jarboe hav­ 
ing the posies in charge. 
The tickets were 
sold for the benefit of the State Woman’s 
Hospital—a name, by the way, which al­ 
ways reminds me of the puzzled face with 
which an Englishman, who was asked to 
contribute his shekels to th¡3 worthy char­ 
ity, inquired : 
“ But who is the State 
woman?” 
Who, indeed, John Bull? 


A BANJO CLUB. 
Miss Jaboe is the President or organizer of 
a Banjo Club, whos9 members are wrestling 
“ girlfully” with that jolliest of little in­ 
struments. 
San Francisco always thrills 
to a craze j&st one year from date, and it 
seems as if the fair cues who “ picked” 
upon the “ string” two summers ago at 
Mount Desert had tossed their Fairbanks & 
Co.’s and Stewarts’ across the continent, 
where they had been caught by Western 
amateurs. A jig well played on a banjo with 
a metal head is the very best recipe for 
driving dull care away that has yet been 
invented ; it takes any amount of patience 
and a fine, strong, flexible, artistic hand to 
m aster and control the delicate strings, 
simple as the instrum ent seems. 
Hamlet 
has summed up the necessity of skill in 
treating a musical instrum ent, however. 
Dobson’s patent is the most unfair handi­ 
cap that has yet been devised for a banjo; 
it boxes up the whole head in wood, with 
some wild idea of superior resonance to be 
obtained therefrom doubtless ; only the 
idea is a false one, like that Frenchman's, 
who only had one. 
The idea of “ founding a Hopkins dy­ 
nasty,” as some one called last night’s 
wedding in Trinity Chapel, is not a bad 
one, however. 
I t waB a full reunion of 
Californians—called the most clannish of 
travelers, and Dr. Platt, who has such a 
reputation as a marrying man, completed 
the transplanted local color. 
I t is much 
debated whether Mr. and Mrs. Tim Hopkice 
design returning to San Francisco to take 
possession of the beautiful Qaeen Anne 
house, whose splendors have seemed so neg­ 
lected.

ENRICHING LUXURIOUS HOUSES 
In the new lot of paintings now on view 
here. 
I t is like cutting the leaves of a 
new magazine to take one’s first hasty look 
round the walls of the cozy, sky-lighted 
room where they are exhibited, though to 
be sure one fair maiden sailed in and 
sailed 
out 
again, remarking casually, 
“ Nothing new, I s e e ;” but perhaps it 
was for a wager. 
There is something new, 
how ever; 
for instance, a life-size terra 
cotta bust, executed from a bronze called 
“ The Nubian”—an adorable thing. 
The 
head is turned quite to the left and a little 
drooped, the bare arms and shoulder drawn 
up and in with a kind of brooding resist­ 
ance ; the breast and necK are like reality, 
and so the profile, with its veiled eyes, 
containing just enough of race character­ 
istics to suggest slavery, while the arrested 
shoulder shows the uutameable spirit of the 
woman. 
The hair is entirely covered by 
a turban or coif pinned at the nape of the 
neck, and the surfaces of this head-dress 
hold the light in masses in a wonderful 
way. 
AN ELECTROTYPE PANEL 
Is another new and choice acquisition to 
the gallery. 
It represents young chorister 
boys singing over each others’shoulders all 
from one book. 
The lads raDge from nine 
to fourteen years old, apparently, and have 
in their faces besides the common interest 
w ith which they are all siruing, and the 
common likeness of buyhooU, traits and 
lines and expressions that make each boy a 
vivid individuality ; they are a suggestive 
little oorps of d r a m a tis p e rso n a■ as they 
walk along in high relief, with a timely' 
hint of Christmas carols about them. 
Among the paintings, one of the most odd 
and attractive, is a scene in the Bois de 
Boulogne, by Miralles. 
It is almost etart- 
lingly natural, and has every mark of be­ 
ing painted out of doors. 
The foliage in 
tho back-ground is a whole scale of exquis­ 
ite brown greens, and in the foreground, 
balancing herself on fashionable heels, and 
catching u p daintily a fashionable dress 
w ith a fashionably wrinkled long glove, is 
the most audacious and Parisian of co­ 
quettes, her head, on which h blue veil is 
peculiarly caught, thrown a little back, 
with 
A SLIGHT SMILE, 
Fascinating by reason of its mirthlogsnc3s. 
There hangs near this another boldly-col­ 
ored little canvas, in the school of For­ 
tuny and in the style made familiar to Cal­ 
ifornians by Humphrey Moore. 
A woman 
—let us even call her a lady—sits in a pink- 
walled bondoir, under a green banana—a 
sparse-leaved and mournful banana, such 
as would naturally be placed in a pink- 
walled boudcir—and this lady is occupied 
in joining nr parting a eheet of purple 
velvet embroidered with yellow. 
The 
texture and dark richness of this piece of 
embroidery are beautiful; for the rest of 
the picture, one has to cultivate a taste for 
it as one docs for olives, but the technique 
makes the cultivating worth while. 
At 
the other end of the gallery is a picture, 
under glass, by Langee, an artist whose 
picture? have , been pronounced hors con- 
court by the Sa’on. 
This one shows a 
young woman in a ohort-sleeved mauve 
gown. 
She is louDging in a large chair and 
reading a book, the wrapping of which is 
on the polished wo d floor at her feet. 
These are crossed in front of her, and tho 
artist has h»d the courage to make her an­ 
kles the size they naturally appear when 
pushed out in the way she has them. 
H er 
slippers have 
SENSIBLE HEELS ; 
H er instep is quite normal. 
I t is such a 


s tr id e in the right d ire c tio n , a ll th is natural­ 
ness in art; the models, w o m e n of the pres­ 
ent day ; the scenes, parlors and parks ; 
what wc may know to be true. And all our 
modern life has its intensely picturesque 
moments only waiting for an artist who 
shall look from the proper point of view. 
Character never was so subtle, so complex, 
as it is to-day ; and it is character that 
gives value to everything, to nothing more 
than pictures. 
Two deliciously humorous 
little companion pictures deserve a word. 
In one it is autumn, and a sportsman, cap­ 
itally equipped with gun, game-bag and 
all hunting gear, has gone sound asleep un­ 
der a tree, while a hare has come close to 
him and is sitting thoughtfully watching 
him, doubtless moralizing on the irony of 
fate. 
In the other, it is winter, and across the 
path of a sturdy English parson a hare has 
suddenly started up. 
I t seems as if the 
old gentleman had been sedately pacing 
down the avenue reading, but now his fall­ 
ing book, his flying hat, attest his agita­ 
tion when all the hunter is aroused in him 
by the apparition of the hare. W ith deadly 
aim he has covered hie victim’s retreating 
form with the ferule of his stout red um­ 
brella. 
There are 


TWO CHARMING LITTLE STATUETTE." 
On pedestals in the gallery. 
They are by 
some Italian artist, and are called Summer 
and W inter—two little girls with appro­ 
priate flowers and hoods, and the most de­ 
lightful, sturdy, graceful little legs aud 
feet th at artist ever devised. 
W ill the 
time ever come when a man will anoint 
his pictures and statuary with magneso- 
calcite, or whatever invisible compound 
shall 
take 
its place for 
objects of 
art, 
to preserve them 
from 
possible 
tires, or will the invention be reserved 
for the security of money and papers?.Tho 
experiment on Monday opposite the City 
Hall was both interesting and satisfactory. 
I saw one of the papers that had been in 
the “ iron-bound b o x ” in the blazing 
depths of the cord of wood and gallon of 
tar and all the inflammables th at were 
brought to bear upon the containing chests, 
and it look as innocent as possible.

would have been sad indeed and of dread­ 
ful augury if it had been so much as 
charred.

ANTHONY COMSTOCK, 


SECRETARY OF THE NEW TOBK SOCIETY FOR 
THE SUPPRESSION OF VICE. 


The p’oneer Society for the Suppression of 
Vice was that of London, instituted in 1802. 
It was not until May 1G, 1873, that the Act 
incorporating the New York Society for the 
Suppression of Vice was paesed by the Legis­ 
lature of the State. 
At the head and front of the movement, 
“ a terror to evil-doers.” is Anthony Com­ 
stock.- He was born at New Canaan, Conn., 
March 7, 1S44. His first position in busi­ 
ness was as clerk in a grocery store at Win- 
nipauk, Conn. He remained there two years, 
and then enlisted in the Seventeenth Keg- 
im ert of Connecticut Infantry. Two years 
a soldier, he was mustered out with his reg 
iment, and took a position as a grocer's clerk. 
After a short time he went to Lookout Moun­ 
tain to assist in superintending the repair of 
the buildings of tho Lookout Mountain Edu­ 
cational Institute. Upon his return to New 
York City he found employment as a porter 
in a commission house, and began bis work in 
the suppression of licentious literature, at 
first without aid and with very limited meara. 
His first arrests were made in March, 1872. 
Morris IC. Jessup came to his aid with a qon 
tribution of §GOO, by the help of which he 
was enabled to seize §40,000 worth of obscene 
plates and books. The Young Men’s Chris 
tian Association then came to his assistance 
aud the Society of which he is now Secretary 
was organized and incorporated. Mr. Com­ 
stock is a plucky aud vigorous man, and the 
most serious resuk of several brutal attacks 
upon his so far has been the laying open of 
his cfceak with a bowie-knife. 
He has been 
threatened with death many times, but pur­ 
sues his useful course with remarkable cour­ 
age and persistency. 
The incoma of the New York Society is 
not much above §8,000 a year, and the won­ 
der ¡3 that it accomplishes so much good 
work. Eighty-seven persons were arrested 
by its means from January 1st to Augmt 1st 
of this year, as offenders against the laws for 
the suppression of obscene matter, policy 
gambling, lotteries, etc. Ia tho last report 
we find that a total of 582 Dersons had been 
arrested up to the time i f its preparation. 
The books and sheet stock alone, which had 
been seized, weighed 27,584 pounds. 
As 
many as 203,328 obscene pictures and photo­ 
graphs had bten seiz’d ; 7,400 mi roscopic 
pictures of indecent character; 1,700 n*>«ra- 
tive plates for obscene photographs; G4,83G 
articles for immoral use ; G 122 s uni-tranepa 
rent playing cards, snd 1,37G,939 indecent 
circulars, songs, poems, etc. The weigh 
seized of the stereotype plates for printing 
licentious books had been 14,495 pounds. A 
total of mors than 25 ton»' weight of contra­ 
band matter had been seized. 
Mr. Comstock 
had traveled, outside of New York City, 
173,992 miles in the prosecution of his work 
One of his most notable accomplishments 
dates only a few weeks back. 
On the 9„h of 
October he and about tweaty assistants, who 
had all been made Deputy Sheriffs by Judge 
Gilbert, of the Supreme Court of New York 
State, tbea holding court in Long Island City, 
made a raid on the pool-rooms at Hunter’s 
Point, seized about §25,000 worth of gam­ 
bler’s articles, and arrested three of twenty- 
two persons against whom warrants had been 
issued.
